WHEREAS, Joseph Devlin has served as the Administrator of
the Roselle Historical Foundation since October of 1995; he is
a Republican Precinct Committeeman; he 1s a member of the
DuPage American Legion Post 1084 and the Bloomington/Roselle
Rotary Club; he serves as Parish Finance Director and Usher at
St. Walter Catholic Church; he also serves as a mentor to local
students as part of Adults involved in Mentoring Students

(AIMS); and
